Christopher may try to defuse NPT crisis 


ISRAEL is getting hints that Sec- 
tetary of State Warren Christo- 
pher may seek to defuse the 
Egypt-Israel impasse over the 
Nuclear Non-Proliferation Trea- 
ty (NPT) by asking both sides to 
defer the issue to the next meet- 
ing of the multilateral negotia- 
tions on arms control. a senior 
Israeli official said yesterday.

FORMER chief of general 
staff Ehud Barak. whose re- 
tirement from the IDF be- 
came official yesterday, is ex- 
pected to join the Labor Party 
immediately upon returning 
from a study program in the 
US, according to a confidant 
of his. 

“Ehud Barak envisions 
himself at the center of politi- 
cal and defense affairs. and | 
cannot tell you that he lacks 
ambitions in those areas.

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RITAIN’S Prime Minister John Major 

has had another lucky escape as he bare- 

ly scraped through a parliamentary chal- 
lenge to his policies on Europe. In a most 
unusual development in British politics, the 
tuling government party is both deeply unpopu- 
lar in the country and divided against itself in 
the House of Commons. It is a situation which is 
doing nothing to change Britain’s image as the 
reluctant European Union member. 

The extent to which the kaives are out in the 
Conservative Party was sharply demonstrated 
when former cabinet minister Norman Lamont 
—also formerly Major’s friend and ally - cast an 
unprecedented vote with the opposition Labor 
Party. He was the only member of the Conser- 
vatives to support the Labor motion censuring 
Major’s EU policy, which the Conservatives 
won with a razor-thin five vote majority from 
the 633 cast. Nine Northern Ireland members 
also exercised revenge on the beleaguered Ma- 
jor by voting with the opposition — not over any 
principle regarding Europe, but for what they 
consider his sell-out to lish republicans in the 
otherwise well-received Irish-UK peace plan. 

Major's increasing troubles are not just a 
domestic British problem. European Union 
menubers are thoroughly sick of Britain’s blow- 
hot blow-cold attitude to the greatest continen- 
tal enterprise in history. Seen from London, 
Europe too often appears o0 more than a shut- 
tlecock to be batted backwards and forwards 
across the floor of the House of Commons. 

At the core of the latest problem is the 


F President Nelson Mandela is one of the 
world’s most admired national leaders, bis 
former wife is becoming one of the most 
embarrassing liabilities of bis government. She 
is marginally ahead of the cantankerous Zulu 
Inkatha leader, Mangosuthu Buthelezi, as a 
" \6ose cannon in thé new South Africa. 

In her latest misadventure, Winnie Mandela, 
‘deputy minister of arts,-culture, science, and 
technology, was forced to cut short an already 
controversial trip to West Africa and fly home, 
as police raided her Soweto home in the course 
of bribe-taking investigations. According to a 
senior eee officer, Mandela allegedly re- 
ceived $21,000 paid through the Coordinated 
Anti-Poverty Program she heads, and was to 
receive $9,000 more each month in exchange 
for securing a contract for a building company. 
Furthermore, her daughter, Zinzi, was to get 
half the shares in the company, her personal 
doctor would get more, and the deal would 
leave the deputy minister in effective control of 
the building company. 

This alleged scam is one of those typical 
across corruption-ridden Africa. It is not the sort 
of norm Nelson Mandela would wish to see 
imported into his fledgling multi-racial democ- 
racy. If the allegations prove to be even partially 
true, it will be absolutely essential for the gov- 
emment to be rid of this troublesome woman 
once and for all if she is not to tarnish the image 

of the country at so early and vital a stage of its 
development.

Losers never 
like losing, as in Ireland on the divorce referen- 
dum, but in these countries referendums are 
accepted as valid expressions of the will of the 
people. 

It is bad enough that British governments 
dither on decisions about the EU. It is worse 
when they also dither about deciding on how the 
decisions should be made. It is time for Major to 
put the interests of the future of the EU above 
party-political vote-counting and make up his 
mind on whether or not the referendum is to be 
the tool London uses to vote on the European 
currency union. Then maybe Britain can finally 
decide whether it wants to be an enthusiastic 
European or a Little England.

T’S 18 months since the Oslo

Of particular concern is the 
idea of stationing US peacekeep- 
ing troops or observers on the 
Golan between Israel and Syria 
following an Israeli withdrawal. 
The same terrorists now striking 
at innocent Israelis would relish a 
chance to kill Americans instead, 
particularly if domg so could hu- 
miliate the US by compelling it to 
withdraw under fire, as in Beirut 
and Somalia. 

A small, lightly armed US de- 
ployment would be no barrier to 
either a terrorist or a full-fledged 
Syrian attack, and thus would not 
provide the crucial security re- 

to preserve the peace. It 
could, however, greatly compli- 
cate Israel’s ability to take pre- 
emptive military action in case of 
an incipient attack by Syria. 

Prime Minister Rabin admitted 
last week that only 30 percent of 
Israelis currently support the 
agreement with the PLO. The 
great majority are resolutely of a 
different opinion. They under- 
stand that only peace 
based on honorable intentions 
for peace on the part of the Arabs 
and solid security guarantees for 
Israel can succeed. 

Agreements which forgo these 
conditions, like the deal with the 
PLO, are bound to crash against 
the rocks of Middle Eastern 
realities.

THE fast UN peacekeepers aban- 
doned anarchic Somalia yester- 
day, closely followed by US and 
Italian marines who left Mogadi- 
shu seaport and headed for the 
beaches. 


Witnesses said the marines 
moved oul of the seaport in a 
convoy for the nearby beaches as 
Shots and explosions thundered 
near their toute and Super Cobra 
helicopter gunships screamed 
overhead. : 

The firing was apparently a 
mixture of warning shots, fired by 
the marine force as it pulled back, 
and shooting from Somali gun- 
men keen to seize and loot the 
seaport and nearby airfield. 

Somali militiamen brandishing 
tifles and rockets massed io 
Streets outside the port and air- 
port as the departure of the last

foreign troops drew near, ending 
two years of bloody and costly 
military intervention. 

There were no immediate re- 
ports of casualties as the pullout 
Teached its most dangerous 
phase. A US Marine shot and 
killed a Somali who fired a rock- 
et-propelled grenade towards US 
lines on Wednesday. 

The departure by ship of the 
UN rearguard of 1,500 Pakistani 
oops ended a failed UN mission 
to bring food and peace to the 
Shattered Hom of Africa country 
that cost the lives of 132 peace- 
keepers and billions of dollars. 

Operation United Shield to 
evacuate the UN troops brought 
US_ marines back to the very 


beaches where they landed in De- 
cember 1992 to help end a famine 
in Operation Restore Hope. 

The last of 1,800 US marines 
and 400 Italian soldiers who land- 
ed on Tuesday to protect the pull- 
out by the Pakistanis were ex- 
pected to leave from the beaches 
on amphibious vehicles to reach a 
flotilla of 32 warships off 
Mogadishu, 

US officers expected trouble 
after they left the seaport follow- 
ing hours of chaos, gunfire and 
looting after UN Pakistani troops 
left the nearby seaside airport on 
‘Wednesday. 

Many experts predict clan war- 
fare between militias after Soma- 
lis are abandoned to their fate. 
Mogadishu is the high-risk zone 
but fighting could spread to rela- 
tively peaceful provincial areas. 


Italian court indicts ex-premier

PALERMO, Sicily (AP) -- Ex- 
Premier Giulio Andreotti, Italy’s 
leading post-war statesman, was 
indicted yesterday for allegedly 
consorting with the Mafia. 

The court set a trial date for 
September 26 in Palermo, said an 
aide to Judge Agostino Gristing. 

The 76-year-old Andreotti, 
seven times a head of govern- 
ment, becomes the most senior 
Italian official ever to face trial on 
Mafia 

Prosecutors have built their 
case around testimony from Ma- 
fia turncoats and former mem- 
bers of Andreotti’s scandal-de-

The proceedings could peer 
deeper into the alleged bonds be- 
tween the Mafia and the Chris- 
tian Democrats, which dominat- 
ed Italy’s ‘postwar politics until 
corruption probes wiped it out 
last year.

Russia shocked over 
assassination of TV star 


MOSCOW (Reuter) — Russia 
was in a state of shock yesterday 
after a gunman shot dead a popu- 
lar and powerful television star in 
what appeared to be a contract 
killing with big business and po- 
litical overtones. 

President Boris Yeltsin, lead- 
ing a national outpouring of grief 
over the slaying of Vladislav Lis- 
tyev, sacked Moscow’s police 
chief and prosecutor and pledged 
to revive the crusade against or- 
ganized crime. 

Listyev was by far the highest- 

profile person to be assassinated 
in Russia since Yeltsin became 
president in June 1991 and ham- 
mered home the extent to which 
crime has permeated every level 
of society in the wake of econom- 
ic reforms. 
. The 38-year-old anchorman of 
a highly popular news talk show, 
who was also the key player in the 
launch next month of a new-look 
version of Russia’s main televi- 
sion channel, was killed late on 
‘Wednesday on returning to his 
Moscow apartment. 

“The killing of Vladislav Lis- 
tyev is a mafia ritual to show that 
they can do anything in this coun- 
try,’’ said Eduard Sagalayev, 
head of Russian commercial 
channel TV-6. 

Politicians and Listyev's col- 
leagues linked his killing to the 


impending shake-up in state tele- 
vision, many tying it to the multi- 
million-dollar TV advertising rev- 
enues which appear to have been 
threatened by recent policies, 

“Viadislav Listyev... crossed 
the path of someone whose in- 
come was based on the illegal sale 
of advertising time,"’ reformist 
politician Yegor Gaidar told 
Ekho Moskvy radio. 

Leading television journalist 
Yevgeny Kiselyov quoted police 
as saying two men had carried out 
what was undoubtedly a contract 
killing. The documents be was 
carrying had not been taken, 
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cades in politics. 

“We will be ready for trial 
when it comes,” said defense at- 
torney Franco Coppi. ‘It’s not a 
sentence. We will face the deci- 
sion. There's nothing else to say 
also because there's no justifica- 
tion,"” he said.

LOS ANGELES — Brace Spring- 
steen became the first rock song- 
writer ever to sweep the Grammy 
and Oscar best song competitions 
when his poignant, AIDS-related 
**Streets of Philadelphia’ was 
named song of the year Wednes- 
day in the 37th annual Grammy 
Awards competition. 

In nationally televised ceremo- 
nies at the Shrine Auditorium in 
Los Angeles, ‘Streets of Phila- 
delphia’’ was also named best 
sock song aad best song written 
for a motion picture or television. 

Springsteen’s recording of it 
was also honored for best male 
rock vocal. 

Accepting the first of his four 
Grammys, the 45-year-old New 
Jersey native thanked “‘the folks 
who have come up to me in res- 
taurants and on the street who 
have lost their sons or their lovers 
or their friends to AIDS and said 
that the song meant something to 
them.”” 

Written for Jonathan Demme’s 
1993 film, Philadelphia, Spring- 
steen’s composition won last 
year’s Oscar for best song. The 
Teason the song was honored in 
different years is that the Oscars’ 
eligibility period covers the calen- 
dar year, while the Grammys’ pe- 
riod runs from October 1 through 
September 30. é ᾿ 

The Grammy’s biggest surprise 
was when Springsteen’s recording 
of the song lost to newcomer 
Sheryl Crow’s frisky AH I Wanna 
Do in the best single record 
competition. 

Crow, 32, a Missouri native 
who spent years as a bar-band 
and backup singer before making 
her album debut last year, was 
also honored as best new artist 
and best female pop vocalist. 

But the winner in the best al- 
bum category was a predictable 


one: sentimental favorite Tony 
Bennett, who won his fifth Gram- 
my for his MTV Unplugged 
collection. 

“This is the greatest moment in 
my whole musical career and the 
greatest moment in my life,"’ said 
Bennett, 68, who won his first 
Grammy 32 years ago for his re- 
cording of ‘‘I Left My Heart in 
San Francisco.”” 

Other key winners included 
Boyz Il Men, best R&B album 
and R&B group vocal; Babyface, 
R&B male vocal and R&B song; 
Soundgarden, best hard rock and 
metal recordings, and Mary Cha- 
pin Carpenter, country album 
and female country vocal. 

Once again in balloting cover- 
ing 87 categories, the 8,000 vot- 
ing members of the National 
Academy of Recording Ans & 
Sciences turned frequently to for- 
mer winners. 

By picking up one and two 
awards, respectively, composer 
John Williams and conductor 
Pierre Boulez moved into a sixth- 
place tie with Paul Simon and 
Leonard Bernstein on the list of 
all-time Grammy winners, with 
16° awards each. Williams" 
Schindler's List won in the instru- 
mental composition for a motion 
picture or television category. 

Vince Gill won in the male vo- 
cal country category for the third 
time in five years. 

In jazz, Herbie Hancock won 
his fifth Grammy for his contribu- 
tion to the album A Tribute to 
Miles. 

Other 50s and '60s acis joining 
the Rolling Stones (rock album) 
in winning their first Grammys 
were Pink Floyd, rock instrumen- 
tal; Booker T. & the MG's, pop 
instrumental, and R&B great 
Etta James, jazz vocal.

Prosecutors 
attack O.J ; 
alibi witness 


LOS ANGELES (AP) — Prosecu- 
tors yesterday attacked the credi- 
bility of a potential key defense 
witness for O.J. Simpson. 

Rosa Lopez, a former house- 
keeper who used to live next door 
to Simpson and who could supply 
the former football star with au 
alibi, returned to the witness 
stand yesterday for the final min- 
utes of direct examination from 
the defense. 

The native of El Salvador re- 
peated her most important testi- 
mony: she clearly saw Simpson's 
Ford Bronco parked outside his 
house at about the time prosecu- 
tors say his ex-wife and her friend 
were being murdered on the 
night of June 12. 

Lopez also testified that she 
had been inside Simpson’s house 
before the slayings, once helping 
his sick maid by making Simp- 
son's bed. 

Prosecutors then began ques- 
tioning Lopez. Prosecutor Chris- 
topher Darden began pressing 
her about why she filed to collect 
unemployment insurance at a 
time she was insisting that she 
intended to leave the country. 

In an unusual procedure, Lo- 
pez is testifying on videotape, 
without the jury present, because 
she has threatened to flee to El 
Salvador to escape media harass- 
ment, If she leaves, the testimony 
could be shown to the jury when 
the defense presenis its case. 

Also yesterday, Judge Lance 
Ito was expected to decide 
whether to punish the defense for 
violating state evidence-sharing 
laws by withholding a tape of an 
interview with Lopez. 

Defense lawyers apologized for 
what they called an innocent 
oversight. Robert Shapiro of- 
fered to be held in contempt if 
necessary to protect his client. 

In Lopez's first statement to a 
defense investigator, she never 
mentioned seeing the Bronco 
shortly after 10 p.m., prosecutors 
say. 

"s return to the witness 
Stand comes after prosecutors 
succeeded in ousting a black ju- 
ror, apparently because they 
thought he was biased toward 
Simpson, Michael Knox, a 46- 
year-old courier, was the subject 
of numerous complaints over sev- 
eral weeks that culminated in a 
dispute during the jury's visit to 
Simpson's estate.

A new kind of Egyptian-Israeli peace 


and Egypt have been at 
peace for nearly two decades. 
The Israeli-Egyptian peace has 
gone through three distinct 
phases. Phase 1 was when an Is- 
raeli could hitch a ride on a troop 
carrier from Cairo to the Suez 
Canal, and hear Egyptian sailors 
cry “Menachem Begin is a great 
man.” Egyptian self-confidence 
was high. 
Phase 2, which lasted from the 
invasion of Lebanon in June 1982 
to Oslo in 1993, was the “cold 
peace” that trickled down from 
the Egyptian rulers and spoiled 
personal relations with visitng Is- 
raelis. Hosts tried to hide the 
identity of their Israeli guests, 
and Egypt felt isolated ig the 
Arat/-world.’ 


In phase 3, post-Oslo, Israeli 
Egyptian ‘relations have reached 
the’ point where le in the 
street will now you “‘broth- 
er,” and then tell you your gov- 
emment stinks.

Egypt is reassert- 
ing its authority and Israel is its 
main rival.

Former Big Orange mayor 
Shlomo (Chich) Lahat stars this 
week in a scandal-soaked report 
from the city comptroller con- 
cerning the goings-on at Tel 
Aviv's Golda Meir Center. 

The 300-page report is a juicy 
bedtime saga of corruption. fi- 
nancial fiddles, lying reports to 
the city council, gross waste of 
public funds, improper conduct.

FRAT is going to the polls 

Tuesday to select a local 

council and local council 
head. What is at stake is not only 
sewage, parking and education. 
but also the ideological tenor of 
the settlement. 

A community: of some 5,000 
people, Efrat has earved:a repu- 
tation as an affluent bastion of 
liberal religious Zionism, 2 most 
unsettlement-like settlement. 

It is a community heavy with 
doctors and lawyers, native En- 
glish speakers, so-called “quality- 
of-lifers.” “Moderate” is an ad- 
jective that often precedes its 
name in press reports. It is some- 
times called the Savyon of Judea 
and Samaria. - 

One of the men instrumental in 
forming this type of Community, is 


Yinon Ahiman, the incumbent ἡ 


council head running for a third 
term in office. ᾿ ὃ 

Ahiman’s name became famil- 
jar to the country in January 
when the government decided to 
halt plans to build a neighbor- 
hood on a hill known as Givat 
Hatamar. Ahiman was the boy- 
ish-looking, mild-mannered set- 
tlement leader who negotiated 
with the Prime Minister’s Office 
and reached a compromise that 
bucked the express wishes of the 
Council of Jewish Communities 
in Judea, Samaria and Gaza. 

The compromise Ahiman 
agreed to ensured the expansion 
of Efrat, though not on Givat 
Hatamar. By doing this he decid- 
ed not to fight the government 
head-on, and did not insist that 
the government recognize the 
claims of the settlers to the dis- 
puted hill. 

His critics said the compromise 
set a dangerous precedent be- 
cause the government reneged on 
permission already given to let 
Jews build on privately owned 
land. They cast Ahiman as some- 
one who drove a wedge between 
Efrat and the rest of the settle- 
ments, someone who proved that 
he cared only about the needs of 
Efrat, not about the future of the 
settlement movement. 

One of Ahiman’s harshest crit- 
ics then, and a man who for two 
years has led the Efrat Action 
Committee, is Rabbi Shimon Go- 
lan -- the other main local council 
head hopefal.

T’S probably pure coinci- 
dence that in early 1975 the

True, things are not looking up 
for the Israeli economy right 
now. Inflation remains stubborn- 
ly high, and so far there is no 
indication that it is falling. As a 


result, the Bank of Israel has kept 


interest rates high and companies 


are feeling the pain. The stock - 


market is quietly forecasting the 
possible failure of some midsized 
property companies. It is pricing 
the bonds of a number of them at 
levels that indicate it believes 
they will have difficulty meeting 
their obligations.

Golan, on the other hand, said 
he doesn't feel Efrat is playing 
enough of a role in the settlement 
council, which is leading the fight 
against the government's poli- 
cies. Yet, he said, he realizes that 
as focal council head he will have 
to sit down with representatives 
of the government and look after 
the interests of thé settlement. 

“The idea behind the action 
committee was that we needed a 


good-cop, bad-cop situation 


here,” Golan said. “We thought 
it would be helpful if, alongside 
Ahiman, there would be a public 
that is angry and willing to dem- 
onstrate.”

Vox populi has had a field day.

But it is unlikely that a 500 
shekel gift voucher is going to 
restore people's faith in the stock 
market. And we are told that we 
will probably only get our hands 
on the cash in about a year's 
time. Not the first time we have 
been promised jam tomorrow.

One of the important lessons 
the mirror taught is that people 
are not as they appear on the 
surface. Just as the priest under- 
stood that the face staring back at 
him in the laver is hardly the total 
person, so too he could not possi- 
bly judge his “‘clients™ by consid- 
ering only the reason for which 
they entered the Sanctuary. 

And is this not the true mes- 
sage of the women’s gift? Their 
inner maturity was the highest 
expression of Jewish faith, and 
that’s what counts. 

When the prophet describes 
how the Messiah will look at 
ple. he stresses that “he shall not 
judge after the sight of his eyes" 

. Usaiah 11:3). Similarly, we find 
the admonition in the Ethics of 
the Fathers, “Judge all people fa- 
vorably” (1:6).

Even dicta- 
torships now try to find an excuse 
for acting against newspapers by 
alieging distortions, slanders or 
interference in domestic affairs. 

No such charge has been made 
for the simple reason that none 
can be made. Clearly, Egyptian 
officials simply resented opinions 
expressed on the Post's Op-Ed 
page. That neither the interna- 
tional press nor Egypt's apolo- 
gists in Israel, mostly persons 
with liberal pretensions, have 
Seen fit to protest the ban is a 
measure of their integrity. 

The assumption in the Israeli 


‘Foreign Ministry is that the ban is 


part of the “ill wind” blowing 
from the Egyptian government, 
now pressuring Israel to sign the 
Nuclear Non-Proliferation Trea- 
ty. It is difficult to see how Egypt 
can expect others to take its sig- 
nature on this or any other treaty 
seriously if it can’t abide by its 
obligations to the Egypt-Israel 
peace treaty and the Internation- 
al Covenant on Civil and Political 
Rights, whose Article 19 guaran- 
tees freedom of expression.

ONTRARY TO laude 

neither Chaim Weizmann 

nor any other Ziunist lead- 
er, nor even any ordinary Jew or 
Christian, spoke of Eretz Yisrael 
and the Jews in terms of “land 
without people for peopte with- 
out land.” 

That phrase is often cited as a 
“typical” example of alleged Zi- 
onist malice toward. or blindness 
to the existence of. an alleged 
“Palestinian Arab nation/peo- 
ple" here in the early period of 
the modern large-scale Jewish re- 
tum to our homeland from the 
Jate 18th century. 

Someone did speak of Eretz 
Yisrael and the Jews as ‘a land 
without ἃ people and a people 
without @ land.” 

Not just “people.” an amor- 
phous multiplicity of persons. but 
“a people.” a cammunity of per- 
sons sharing a historv. a tradition 
and a view of a comman destiny. 
And not just “land,” plots of 
ground on which scattered indi- 
viduals live or which they work. 
but “a land.” a territory to which 
the community as such has a spe- 
cial affinity. 

The author of that dictum was 
a pre-Herzlian Americun Chnis- 
tian Zionist, William Eugene 
Blackstone οἵ Chicago. 

in 1878, at age 37. Bluckstone 
gave up a successful business va- 
reer to devote his life to mission- 
. ary evangelism. That year he 
Tre trea a book. Jesus Is Com- 

treating the idea of the Jew- 
ish rium to Zion as the fulfill- 
ment of biblical prophecy 
heralding-Jesus* Second Coming. 

In 1883 hy Went on a year-long 
tour of Europe and the Middle 
East, where he bys moved by the 
plight of the Jews*y czarist Rus- 
sia and the achievements of the 
Jews in Eretz Yisrael.’ ‘Qn his re- 
turn home he organized teetings 


of Christians and Jews to pro- 
mote his Zionist ideas. He be- 
came such an ardent advocate of 
Jewish restoration in Eretz Yis- 
rae! that in 1916 the Federation 
of American Zionists dubbed 
him “The Father of Zionism.” 

The passage about the land and 
the people appears in an article 
he published in October 1891, 
“May the United States Inter- 
cede for the Jews?” 

He wrote: “And now ... we 
stand face to face with the awful 
dilemma, that these millions [of 
Jews in Russia] cannot remain 
where they are, and yet have no 
other place to go. May they not 
go home...? They would be there 
now, had their return not been 
forcibly prevented. This ... pre- 
sents an astonishing anomaly, -- 2 
land without a people, and a peo- 
ple without a land!” 

To be sure, there were people 
living here in 1891: some 500,000 
town and village Arabs and Bed- 
uin, Armenians, Druse, Bosni- 
ans. Circassians, and European 
and American Christians, and 
75,000 Jews. But the only “a peo- 
ple" here for whom this was the 
Land were the Jews. 

The Arab group today calling 


. itself “Palestinian™ came into be- 


ing as such only after the Jewish 
state was reestablished in 1948. It 
started reaching serious dimen- 
sions only as its members went on 
a diet of Jewish blood after 1967. 

Before 1948, the designation 
“Palestinians” referred to the 
Jews, primarily the tens of thou- 
sands of Jews from Eretz Yisrael, 
which was then called Mandatory, 
Palestine, who had enlisted in the 


British armed forces during - 


World War Π. 

Consequently, local Arab lead- 
ers vigorously rejected the notion 
that the Eretz Yisrael Arabs were 
a separate entity of “Palestin- 
ians,” and declared “Palestine” 
really to be “Southern Syria.” 

In. 1937 a local Arab leader, 
Auni Bey Abdul Hadi, told the 
Peel Commission: “‘Pafestine isa 
term the Zionists invented.” 

In 1946 another distinguished 
Arab spokesman, Princeton Uni- 
versity history professor Philip kK. 
Hitti, told the Anglo-American 
Committee of Inquiry: “There is 
no such thing as alestine in his- 
tory, absolutely not.” 


IN MARCH 1891 Blackstone 
sent a “Memorial” to US presi- 
dent Benjamin Harrison and sec- 
retary of state James G. Blaine, 
urging the US to act for the resto- 
ration of the Jews to Eretz Yis- 
rael, “the land of which they 
were so cruelly despoiled by our 
Roman ancestors.” 

He wrote that “European na- 
tions sympathizing with the sad 
condition of the Jews in Russia, 
and yet not wishing them to be 
crowded into their own coun- 
tries, will ... cheerfully assent to 
this restoration ... as the most 
natural alternative.” 

He had “‘special reasons for be- 
lieving such sentiment already 
prevails, to a large extent. in 
Great Britain, and it seems to 
appeal to all classes of Christians 
as a magnificent humanitarian 
movement.. 


In 1916 Blackstone sent a simni- "ἢ 


lar memorandum to president 
Woodrow Wilson, attaching a 
copy of the 1892 Memorial. - 


. (Today’s “editors and noe 
ers of The Chicago Tribune, The 
New York Times and The' Wash- 
ington Post will no doubt be em- 
barrassed to find their predeces- 
sors’ names among the 413 
leading American Christians and 
Jews who signed the Memorial. ) 


BLACKSTONE is one of several 
American Christian Zionists 
whose stories are summarized in 
America and the Holy Land by 
Moshe Davis. just issued by 
Pracger Publishers, 

This is the fourth book in the 

“With Eyes Toward Zion™ series 
initiated and edited and/or writ- 
ten by Prof. Davis as part of the 
America-Haly Land Project of 
the Hebrew University’s Avra- 
ham Harman Institute of Con- 
temporary Jewry and Interna- 
tional Center for University 
Teaching of Jewish Civilization, 
both founded by him. 

Blackstone was part of an An- 
glo-American Bible-based tradi- 
tion that has influenced sumer- 
ous Christians. from monarchs 
and statesmen to millions of ordi- 
nary worshipers. It has been con- 
tinued by such people as Carl 
Herman Voss. Franklin H. Lit- 
tell. Sister Rose Thiering and 
those directing such Jerusalem- 
based, American-founded_insti- 
tutions as Bridges for. Peace, 
Christian Friends of Israel and 
Jerusalem Vistas -- to méntion 
just a few.

HE coral reefs of the world 

are known for the variegat- 

ed forms of creatures that 
make their homes there. 

In a reef like the one in Eilat, 


hundreds of species live in the - 


nooks and crannies provided by 
the corals. None are more fasci- 
nating or more attractive than sea 
horses. 

Sea horses are fish of a type 
known in Latin as Coryth- 
oichthys, in English pipefish and 
in Hebrew abuvit. 

Like all pipefish, they differ 
from most fish in that their skele- 
ton, instead of being embedded 
in a fleshy body, surrounds the 
softer parts of the body. This exo- 
skeleton is formed of bony plates 
and gives protection against 
predators. 

The two commonest of the sea 
horses around the Eilat reef are 
the spiny sea horse (Hippocam- 
pus hyscrix in Latin, suson-yam 
dorbani in Hebrew) and the 
smooth sea horse (Hippocampus 
kuda in Latin, suson-yam halak 
in Hebrew). 

They get their name from the 
shape of their bony little heads, 
which are somewhat like horses’ 
heads, but there the resemblance 
ends. Unlike most fish, sea hors- 
swim in a vertical position us- 
ing their fins, which protrude 
from between plates in the exo- 
skeleton. The sea horse uses its 
prehensile tail to anchor it in a 
vertical position among stalks of 
seaweed, where it is well 
camouflaged. 

One of the most interesting 
features of the sea horse is that 
the male bears the babies. 

Male sea horses have an ab- 
dominal slit leading to a sperm- 
filled pouch. The feniale lays her 


eggs through a tube-like oviposi- 
tor directly into the pouch and 
there they remain until the tiny 
sea horses are born. 

The male, clinging to a clump 
of seaweed, ejects his offspring. 
one by one. by a series of muscu- 
lar contractions. 

The young are immediately in- 
dependent and take up their posi- 
tions near the bottom of the sea 
among the seaweed. where they 
begin to feed on the rich, abun- 
dant plankton. 

For the first few days the infant 
sea horse is vulnerable to preda- 
tors while its exoskeleton, spiny

or smooth according to species, is 
hardening. But once the exoskel- 
eton has developed, it is not un- 
usual to see a tiny sea horse taken 
into the mouth of a predatory fish 
and then immediately spat out 
when the fish feels its hard 
exterior, 

In Israel sea horses are a pro- 
tected species — it's forbidden to 
catch them. But in the US and 
parts of Australia they are a pop- 
ular sea-water aquarium pet. In 
aquaria, as in nature, they do 
well on a diet of brine shrimp, 
infusoria and various types of 
easily grown plankton.

F you didn’t manage to prune 

your roses last month, don’t 

wait any longer. March is the 
time when the big burst of growth 
begins, and you don't want to 
Jose out on your rose bushes’ f 
growth, 

There are two rules that for 
the basis for successful pruning: 
The weaker the bush. the harder 
you need to prune and, secondly, 
prune hard to obtain larger flow- 
ers, less for more flowers. 

Many of the older varieties of 
hybrid tea roses are of weake 
constitution and have compad- 
tively slender branches. They/ill 
Tequire the most severe cu 
which will strengthen the nmfn- 
ing growth. Leave only ute to 
five of the youngest and=tyéngest 
branches and cut awsy fie rest. 

Newer varieties tv sturdier 
canes and should hut back only 
to about two-thids of the size of 
last year's burl. OF down to no 
less than 4scms. There ts no op- 
timum tight that is good for all 
varieaes. 

emember that the more 
nealthy, strong leaves your plant 
produces, the more roses _will 
grow. So leave as much of the 
growth as you can, making sure 
that the scion (the center. grafted 
part of the plant) gets plenty of 
light. Five canes will allow the 
sun to shive into the center of the 
plant.

Suckers are 
v ry different in appearance from 
ne plant’s normal growth. 
Leaves are a different shape and 
often a different color too. 

Suckers grow from the stem 
below the scion and represent the 
wild part of the rose bush. Gently 
dig away the soil from the base of 
the plant, until you reach the spot 
where the sucker starts. and 
break off the entire growth. 
Don't try to cut it. 

Although it might begin to 
grow 10 or 15 cms under the soil, 
be sure you get it all, or it will 
come right back, and drain 
strength from your bush, pre- 
venting the growth of flawers. 

If digging disturbs the roots too 
much. dig down part of the way, 
then feel around with your finger 
till you get to the spot where the 
sown has begun. Then break it 
off. 

If there are more new shoots 
than desired for renewa) of the 
bush. rub them off with your fin- 
ger while they are still very small. 
The remainder can be pinched 
very lightly when they are about 
30 cms long, so that they will

Cafes — a dying breed 


LAME television and 

changing life-stvles. Or 

maybe the coffee is no 
longer to customers’ tastes. 

Whatever the reason, that 
cherished French institution. the 
café. has fallen on hard times. 

Cafés, which were introduced 
in France more than 300 years 
ago, peaked after the turn of this 
century and have been on the 
decline ever since. 

From some 200.000 in 1960. 
their numbers dwindled to 
120,000 by 1980, according to li- 
censing records. 

While not yet an endangered 
species, fewer than 75.000 re- 
main in business today. the re- 
cords show. 

Traditionalists point to a vari- 
ety of factors behind the trend, 
including changing eating and 
drinking habits, rising prices, 
longer commuting distances and 
more competition from jobs, 
family, TV and McDonald's fast- 
food restaurants. 

“It's moder life.” sighs Jean- 
Claude Gaidry, manager of the 
tiny Relais du Sentier in Paris and 
a 37-year veteran of the business. 

“These days, fewer and féwer 
people pass by on their way home 
after work. Everyone goes 
straight home, as if back to their 
barracks,” he says, pointing to 
the row of empty seats at the bar 
on a recent evening. 

“People just don’t fee! the 
same way about passing some 
time with a few colleagues over a 
beer or a soft drink,” said 
Gaudry. “And the time given 
workers for lunch these days is 
simply too short to have a proper 
meal.” 
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Higher prices, 
television 
and McDonald’s 
are killing the

Though café owners are reluc- 
tant to admit it, the quality of 
café food and drink is also deteri- 
orating under pressure from radi- 
cal shifts in a competitive 
environment. 

More and more cafés now 
serve sandwiches delivered in 
plastic wrappings and pizzas 
bought pre-baked from industrial 
bakeries, rather than a tradition- 
al rich cassoulet of stewed beans 
and meat or a cog au vin. 

The reason is easy to see. 

On the busy Boulevard de 
1'H6pital near the Botanical Gar- 
den on Paris's Left Bank, which 
draws big crowds every day of the 
year, ἃ row of cafés share a few 
dozen customers sipping beers or 
picking at plates of steak or roast 
chicken and fried potatoes. 

But at the McDonaid’s just 
across from the garden gate. peo- 
ple wait in jong queues for Amer- 
ican-style fast food. 

“For young people now, that’s 
their favorite spot,” says Aberki 
Lacene, the barman at the Relais 
du Sentier. “We've lost many of 
our clients to McDonald's.“

“It's true that the quality in 
cafés has been declining. Often 
not enough care is taken,” says 
Emmanuel Despierres, president 
of the Coffee Committee of 
France: “The quality of tthe 
beans, the temperature of the wa- 
ter, the grind -- all are crucial. 
That's another reason why peo- 
ple are taking their coffee else- 
where.” he said. 

According to the association, 
the first coffee house in the world 
opened in 1554 in Constantino- 

le. 

Ε The idea quickly spread across 
Europe. Venice's first café 
opened in 1647, and London's in 
1652. The Procope, which claims 
to have been France's first, 
opened in 1672 and was a favorite 
haunt of Voltaire. It remains 
open in Paris today, although at a 
different address. 

Cafés quickly became a focus 
for ‘intellectuals, drawing think- 
ers, artists and musicians, who 
spent hours sipping their “petit 
noir” —the French name for a cup 
of espresso -- and arguing the is- 
sues of the day. 

France's cafés are thoroughly 
intertwined in its history. 

Writers Jean Cocteau, Ernest 
Hemingway and Henry Miller 
shared with Picasso and Lenin a 
preference for the Dome, the Se- 
lect and the Coupole in Paris's 
Montparnasse neighborhood. 
The painter Henri de Toulouse- 
Lautrec and writer Emile Zola 
passed their time at the Nouvelle- 
Athenes in Pigalle, while the phi- 
losopher Jean-Paul Sartre re- 
corded his thoughts ensconced in 
a booth at the Latin Quarter's 
Café de Flore.

5. dusk fell on August 9, 

1936, Spanish poet Fe- 

derico Garcia Lorca said 
farewell to his parents and fled 
their farmhouse on the outskirts 
of Granada. 

A military uprising led by Gen- 
eral Francisco Franco had 
plunged Spain into civil war. and 
Lorca, one of the country’s lead- 
ing writers and an outspoken lib- 
eral, was in danger. 

Ten days later fascist troops 
hunted him down at a house in 
the heart of the southern Spanish 
city, dragged him to a nearby ol- 
ive grove and shot him dead. 

Lorca’s killers were never 
charged, his corpse has never 
been identified, but his relatives 
say his spirit lives on at the farm- 
house where he last saw his par- 
ents, which this week opened as 
a museum to his memory. 

There he passed a decade of 
summers before his violent 
death, and there. in Spain's tur- 
bulent 1930s. he worked on his 
best-known plays and poems ~ 
Blood Wedding, The House of 
Bernarda Alba, and Gypsy 
Romances. we 

“I'm now at the San Vicente 
farmhouse.” Lorca wrote in one 
of a series of exuberant letters to 
friends in the late 1920s. “There's 
so much jasmine and nightshade 
in the garden that we all wake up 
with poetical headaches,“ 

“ΜΠ spend] all day here eating 
exquisite fruit and singing on the 
swing in the garden with my sis- 
ters,” he wrote in 1927. 

“The farmhouse is a gem of 
trees and clear water, with Gra- 
nada spread out in front of my 
balcony in all its unrivaled beav- 
ty,” he told another friend in 
1928. 

The scent of jasmine has faded, 
the nightshade has withered, and 
the swing has gone, but Lorca's 
one surviving sister, Isabel. clear- 
ly remembers the poet's fondness 
for his family home. 

:“He'loved the place.” she said. 
“You could see the whole city 
from the balcony, right up to the 
towers of the Alhambra." 

Isabel, now in her 80s, is codir- 
ector ofthe Garcia Lorca Foun- 
dation with the poet's nephew,

“It was like living in a ro- 
mance,” Fernandez-Montesinos 
said. “He always felt very much 
at home there.” 

But while Lorca loved his oasis 
on the edge of Granada, his feel- 
ings for the city. its people and 
the provincialism of small-town 
Spain were mixed. As the deep- 
seated ideological divides run- 
ning through the country began 
to surface in the years before the 
war, his tenderness for his native 
province turned to bitterness. 

“[Granada is] a wasteland pop- 
ulated by the worst bourgeoisie in 
Spain today.” he said in the last 
interview to be published before 
his murder. 

“I express Spain in my work 
and feel her in the very marrow 
of my bones, but before this I am 
a cosmopolitan and a brother to 
ail. 

“We must love Granada but in 
a European context.” he said. 
“Only in this way will we be able 
to discover our best hidden and 
most splendid treasures.” 

Those treasures shine in Lor- 
ca's writing, and for many he em- 
bodies Spain more profoundly 
than any other Spanish writer.

groves, blood-red roses and the 
sound of guitars recur like talis- 
mans throughout his drama and 
poetry. 

“Granada was a source of .in- 
spiration for Federico, for its 
beauty, its history, its architec- 
ture, its music, its art and its folk- 
lore.” explained Fernandez- 
Montesinos. . 

“But yes, there was always 
some antagonism between poet 
and city. It still exists, but only 
among a small minority.... Gra- 
nada has always had a reaction- 
ary element.” 

The family has fought to re- 
establish Lorca’s reputation in 
the city which loves and despises 
its most famous literary son. 

The poet was labeled a homo- 
sexual as well as a communist 
sympathizer, and while Spanish 
intellectuals hailed him as their 
leading light, many people in the 
city shunned him. 

The Lorca Foundation wanted 
to put a plaque on the site of a 
house where the writer spent his 
adolescence, but the owners, not 
wishing to be associated with his 
memory, refused. 

Lorca’s family sold the modest 
whitewashed San Vicente farm- 
house to the city council a decade

Tt was not until 1991 that local 
elections forced a change of may- 
or and a change of heart. Since 
then Granada’s authorities have 
worked hand-in-hand with Lor- 
ca’s relatives toward Jast month's

WAR Mohammed sim- 
A® smiled when Jerusa- 

lem building inspectors 
suddenly pulled up Monday 
moming alongside the home he 
was building without a permit in 
the city’s Beit Hanina 
neighborhood. 

Mohammed, an architect, did 
not order the four workers to halt 
construction. He admitted it was 
a violation of the law, but he 
dido’t even offer an explanation 
to the inspectors. 

The inspectors pointed to the 
rubble from two illegally built 
homes nearby that bad recently 
been demolished. They warned 
Mohammed that if work on the 
new home was not halted, it too 
would be torn down. 

One of the workers offered 
drinks to the visitors. They ex- 
changed small talk, without any 
appearance of tension between 
the sides. They parted shaking 
hands. 


The casual attitude stood in 
stark contrast to the seriousness 
of the matter at. band: illegal 
building in eastern Jerusalem, 
which-many say is out of control. 

But what.took place was also 
symbolic. The inspectors and 
Arab builders are caught in the 
middie.of an unclear situation 
created by local and national 
leaders. 

Monicipal officials admit that, 
in an effort to contain Arab pop- 
ulation growth in Jerusalem, the 
city has allocated little Jand for 
Arab residents to develop, ἴοτο- 
ing them to build illegally. . 

The number of Arab residents 
in Jerusalem has grown from 
about 70,000, or 25.8 percent of 
the city’s total population, just 
after the 1967 Six Day War, to 
about 160,000, or 28.4 percent, in 
1993, the last year for which the 
city has figures. More than half 
the city’s area today comprises 
territories taken in that war.

Seven years later, no decisive 
action has been taken to contain 
the illegal construction, accord- 
ing to the sources. Manpower 
and resources used for inspection 
in eastern Jerusalem remain 
scarce. The work done by the few 
inspectors operating in Arab 
neighborhoods is often torpe- 
doed by top politicians who must 


give-the go-ahead for action, such 


as demolitions. 

Mayor Ehud Olmert -- like his 
predecessor Teddy Koltek — has 
largely refrained from issuing de- 
molition orders, partly because 
he understands that Arab resi- 
dents are more or less obliged to 
build illegally, and because tear- 
ing down homes would be pro- 
vocative and “look bad.” 

Instead, violators are- fined 
and slapped with court injunc- 
tious, but the drawn-out legal 
process and lack of enforcement 
have made this latter route inef- 
fective, municipal sources say. 


THE SITUATION at times is ab- 
surd. Just before the 1993 munici- 
pal election, some inspectors 
spotted a building illegally under 
construction in the Abu Tor 
neighborhood. They went to 
their superiors with a request for 
its demolition. 

- But a pre-election freeze on 
demolitions had been imposed by 
Kollek, who feared that pulling 
down Arab houses would lose 
him votes. About a month after 
the election. Olmert signed the 
order. But it was already too late. 
The building was in use, and not 
just by anyone but by the munici- 
pality itself. .

Rowland vows to sue

Public sector hikes 
boost gross wages 2.2% 


THE average monthly gross wage 
rose 2.2 percent last year,. mostly 
due to large public sector salary 
hikes, the Central Bureau of Sta- 
tistics announced yesterday. 

In December, the average 
gross, wage reached NIS 4,298, 
rising 1.6% over wages in the last 
quarter of 1993. 

Most of the increase resulted 
from the 9.9% hike in public sec- 
tor wages as a tesult of the gener- 
ous wage pacts signed last year, 

In contrast, wages in the fman- 
cial and business services and in 
trade and food services sectors 
experienced the largest drop in 
wages last year. 

Although salaries in the finan- 
cial and business services sector 
fell throughout last year by 2.6% 
due to the stock market’s slump, 
their drop accelerated in the sec-

ond half of the year to 3.9%, 
reflecting diminished activity in 
the market. ἡ 

Similarly, the first half 
of the year, while retail sales 
jumped, salaries in.trade and 
food services aiso rose 0.7%. In 
the second half of the year, how- 
ever, wages fell 4.7% as regular 
business ‘activity stopped 
expanding, 

The electricity and water utili- 
fies paid their workers the highest 
average monthly gross wage of 
NIS 7,994, nearly double the 
overall mean. In contrast, agri- 
culture paid the lowest average 
salary of NIS 2,612, or slightly 
more than half the national 
average. 
The following sectors paid 


higher mean wages than the na- 
tional average: transportation, 
storage, and telecommunications 
- NYS 5,925; industry -- 
NIS 4,881; and financial and 
business services — NIS 4,320. 

In contrast, these sectors paid 
below the national average: con- 
struction — NIS 4,285; trade and 
food services -- ΝΙΝ 4,049; public 
and communal services — 
NIS 3,958; and personal services 
— NIS 3,474, 

The number of new salaried 
Lalli grew 8.1% last year,

DOCTORS at Hasharon Hospital in 
Petah Tikva claim they are the first 
in the world to remove a fetus that 
developed on a woman’s appendix 
by laparoscopic (‘‘keyhole”*) sur- 
gery, instead of by conventional ab- 
dominal surgery.

Abdominal pregnancy is ἃ rare 
and high-risk obstetrical coniplica- 
tion that reportedly occurs in any- 
where from 1 in 3,300 to 1 in 10,000 
births, It is more than seven times as 
likely to cause the mother’s death 
than if the fetus develops in the 
fallopian tubes or another site close 
to (but not inside) the uterus. 

The fetus was discovered at eight 
weeks lying oa the woman's appen- 
dix. By making centimeter-long in- 
cisions in her lower abdomen, inflat- 
ing the area and inserting a tiny 
‘video camera and scalpel, the sur- 
Seons were able to detach and τὸ- 
move the fetus.

Prison source: Meshulam getting special treatment in jail ᾿ 


PRISONS Service officers are ac- 
ceding to demands by Uzi Me- 
Shulam and his 11 followers for 
special conditions in jail, because 
the officers want to “keep them 
quiet and happy,’” a Prisons Ser- 
vice source said this week. 

“The conditions and preferen- 
tial treatment Meshulam and his 
followers are getting in jail are 


wy ted in the history of 
the Prisons Service,’* said the 
source. 


“Both police and Prisons Ser- 
vice officers are afraid that Me- 
shulam’s followers outside will 
take revenge in the form of at- 
tacks on senior officers,’ unless 
Meshulam’s demands for special 
treatment are met, he said. 

Meshulam is in Ayalon Prison 


in Ramle. His followers have 
been divided between the Ha- 
sharon and Beersheba prisons. 

Several senior Prisons Service 
officials and police officers are 
being guarded following threats 
oo their lives by Meshulam 
supporters. 

But the Prisons Service insists 
that many of the claims of special 
treatment reported in a recent ar 
ticle in Ha'aretz are untrue. 

Two weeks ago Meshulam was

BIRMINGHAM (AP) -- Accusations of skull- 
duggery and jealous rivalry have resurfaced in 
figure skating on the eve of the World Cham- 
pionships.

She’s 17-year-old Nicole Bobek. And, m- 
_like Harding, she’s considered the victim in 
what her lawyer says has been a plot to throw 
her off form. 

Bobek, who must certainly be the only US 
champion ever to have the nickname ‘Brass 
‘Knockles,”’ is the self-proclaimed free spirit of 
the skating world. 

The flighty skater from Chicago has unwit- 
tingly inherited Harding’s mantle as the

Bobek got her nickname because she likes 
to wear 10 rings at a time — one on each finger. 


᾿ She has also changed coaches eight times in 


eight years, and her reputation for sneaking 
off to have a good time on foreign trips has 
become legend in US skating circles. 


But the wild girl has been tamed, partially 
at least, by her latest coach Richard Calla- 
ghan. The Detroit trainer, who also works 
with US men’s champion Todd Eldredge, in- 
stalled strict discipline in Bobek’s practice 
regimen, and it paid-off when she upset Mi- 
chelle Kwan to win the US nationals last 
month. 

Then, even as Bobek was basking in the 
glow of her success and America was praising 
the elegant skater with the beautiful line, 
someone began leaking dirt. 

Tt was revealed to the press that Bobek had 
entered a conditional plea of guilty in January 
for unlawfully entering a fellow skater's 
home.

In these days of jumps, it 
was notable that Bobek won despite perform- 
ing fewer triples than Kwan, and that Bobek’s 
most memorable move was a graceful spiral- 
step sequence that she learned from her 
Czech-emigre mother.
